The Miners’ Meeting. 
Coat Cregx, Tenn., July. 21.—[{Special.}— 
The meeting @f miners, which was called at 


-noon, has just adjourned. When the men 


first assembled there’ were a few hotheads 
who began to talk about fire, but they were 
outsiders and not miners. The mine leaders 
took possession of this meeting and would not 
allow such. 

Mr. Ingram was called to preside and the 
meeting was formally opened. There were 
speeches by a number of leaders, and all of a 
conservative tone and the best of sense, ad- 
vising against any act or violation of 
law. The men éaid ‘they simply wanted the 
convicts sent away and nothing more or less, 

Finally a resolution was unanimously 
passed to appoint a committees of five to go to 
Knoxville and Nashville, if necessary, to con- 
fer with Governor Bachanan and arbitrate the 
present difficulties. The men were elected 
one at a time as follows: W.- T. Smith, 8S. R. 
Pickering, Samuel Moore, John Hardin and 
Josiah Thomas. : 

On motion, Commissioner Ford and Assist- 
ant Alleman were invited and. asked to go 
with the committee. 

A resolution was unanimously passed, each 
man pledging himself, on his honor, that not 
one dollar’s worth of property should be de- 
stroyed and that the company’s property 
should be guarded. 

It was further determined that no one should 
offer violence to any one except in self-de- 
fense, : 

A resolution was passed authorizing the com- 
mittee to act for the miners. 

The committee leaves for Knoxville on the 3 
o’clock p. m. train, and will go on to Nash- 
ville, if necessary. 

There is a sense of relief and quiet since the 
meeting. The miners seem to feel that they 
are taking the proper course. Theré was some 
talk in the meeting of troops coming to arrest 
the leaders in the attack on the convicts. One 
gentleman, a gray-haired man, by the name of 
Moore, who is one of the committeé, advised 
the men not to intentionajly go where they 
could be arrested, but if caught not to resist; 
simply submit to arrest and go before a jury 
for trial. He said he did not fear but that all 
would be acquitted on trial by jury. 

The meeting has resulted in good for the 
men. Allisnow quiet. They are as deter- 
mined as ever that no convict shall be worked 
here, and say they will release all who come 
just as soon as the troops leave. 

Committeeman Pickering says no attack 
would have been made on the troops yesterday 
if they had thought there would have been 
bloodshed. He says they had been given to 
understand by the militia that they would not 
resist if attacked. 

A telegram was received from the Kentucky 
side at Jellico today offering a large number 
of men in case help was needed. The reply 
was for the men to hold themselves in readi- 
ness, in case they were called for. 

The meeting was attended by your cor- 
respondent, who assisted in raising $12 to de- 
fray the expenses of the committee. Addi- 
tional money will be furmished them if they 
have to go on to Nashville. Nearly every man 
present had a double-barrel shotgun in his 
hands, a few Winchesters and not a sma)! 
number of revolvers. — . o 

The meeting was held in the grove near tho 
Knoxville Iron Company’s mines. Assistant 
Commissioner ‘Alleman was instructed by 
resolution to draw up the resolution, de- 
termined not to destroy property, tire guns, 
and also to request the governor to call an 
extra session of the legislature to consider how 
to getridof the convict lease system. All 
feel easier now as this action has been taken. 
Your correspondent attended the meeting by 
invitation, and wasthe only newspaper man 
on the ground. 

The Committee on Its Way. 

Coat CREEK, Tenn., July 21.—[{Special.]— 
Six o’clock has come without any serious 
demonstration on the part of the miners, 

The committee appointed at the meeting 
this afternoon got off to Knoxville, since 
which time nothing has been heard from them. 
A question now which many persons are in- 
terested in is, will the miners keep the prom- 
ise made today—not to harm the company’s 
property? The spirit has been ripe todestroy, 
and one bad feature is that the 
men promised yesterday, when they 
captured the troops, that they would 
not disturb the convicts in the 
Knoville Iron Company’s mines, yet before the 
troops were in Knoxville, they had gone into 
that stockade and captared them. Conserva- 
tive leaders here are decidedly against dis- 
turbing property, but there are some who 
strongly favor burning the stockade. It is not 
likely any of the mine’s machinery. will be 
hurt, asthe men are firmly convinced that 
they will eventually triumph and take charge 
of all the mines. Once let them think they 
cannot keep the convicts out, and they will 
tear out the machinery and set fire to every 
mine here before they take their departure to 
other sections of the country towork. A minor 
talking today says there is no suffering here, 
and will be none. He says he believes in tell- 
ing the truth, and the truth is, even though 
plenty of work could be had at other places, 
convicts must not come here to workin com- 
petition with free labor. He says families at 
Briceville have plenty to live on, with good 
gardens and milk cows, which have abundant 
free pasture of the commons. 

WILL THE LAW BE ENFORCED. 


What can the committee which has gone to 
see Governor Buchanan do? The real ques- 
tion now is, will the law, as it stands, be en- 
forced? This is the question often asked here, 
and the sober Sense of the community says the 
law has been violated. The entire comwmu- 
nity hopes, but on what basis cannot be told, 
that the convicts will be kept away. The 
miners are much elated at their success so far 
without resistance, and say no troops can be 
found who will come here and protect con- 
victs here. Let it again be emphasized 
that the leaders say the attack yesterday 
would not have been made but for the fact that 
many of the military had told them they would 
not fight for the convicts. The idea of 1,500 
men haying to organize in a solid body to at- 
tack 170 boys does not speak well for the 
boasted bravery of the mountaineers of this 
part of the state. Thisis not said with any 
fling at these sturdy fellows, but it shows the 
truth of the statements heretofore published, 
fhat a small band of true men as militia need 
have no fear of an attack. The miners them- 
selves say this is true, and they could wait 
until the troops were withdrawn to get the 
convicts away. Noone here has as yet any 
idea of what the troops will do, whether they 
will be ordered to come on out from Knoxville 


or not.

THROUGH HIS HEAD. 


Gilbert Parks, of Nashville, Sends a Bullet 
Into His Brain. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 21.—{Special.]— 
Gilbert Parks, a member of the real estate 
firm of Blair, Parks & Co., while in a dranken 
condition sent his soul into eternity tonight. 
Mr. Parks had been drinking during the day, 
and at 8o’clock tonight left a saloon with the 
remark that he was drunker than he had ever 
been before, and was going to take a bath, 

At the door he met Detective McConnell, 
who, noticing his condition, took him by the 
arm with the intention of patting him on a 
car at the corner of Church and Cherry 
streets. Parks was allowed to sit 
down on @ stairway, while Mr. McConnell 
stood by. He had scarcely stopped wien the 
sound of a pistol was heard, and a corpse was 
found on the stairway. 

‘Mr. Parks had shot himself through the 
head. The ball was tired from a hammerless 
Smith & Wesson of thirty-two caliber, and 
entered above the right ear, passing out at the 
left. Respiration ceasedinstantly. Mr. Parks 
has been in financial straits for some time, and 
this fact, together with the serious chronic i}]- 
ness of his wife, led to the suicide. He was 
twenty-five years old and highly. connected. 
He had an engagement to go out to supper 
with friends.

NEw YORK, July 21.—Future made a re 
break down today.

THE STATUE UNVEILED. 


THE IMPOSING CEREMONIES AT 


LEXINGTON, 
MANY EX-CONFEDERATES .. PRESENT. 


The Grand Processioh Which Marched to the 
Campus—The Speech of General Early. 
The Statue Exposed. 


Lexineron, Va., July 21.—This is the 
“thirtieth anniversary of the first battle of 
Manassas, and the quiet, peaceful 
little village, in which was spent the lifetime 
| of Stonewall Jackson, the most picturesque 
figure of all the notable men of the southern 
| Confederacy, is bright and bustling with life 
and colors, while 10,000 strangers are assembled 
within its environs to participate in the exer- 
Gises incident to unveiling the monument 
| symbolic of the esteem and veneration felt for 
the great soldier whose brilliant careér was cut 
short in the height of his fame. 

The crowd of admirers of the great general 
began arriving Saturday, and yesterday, when 
@ number of leading survivors of Jackson's 
commmand gave a banquet at the Virginia 
Military institute, in which Jackson was one 
of the professors atthe breaking out of the 
war, the town was full of veterans. Each 
train since yesterday afternoon has been filled 

| with former confederates, their number being 
so large that the town’s accommodations are 
stretched to their utmost. But the hospitality 
of the residents was insufficient for the gather-

Noxt to this is printed the order of his fun- 
eral exercises at that time, and on another 
blackboard is the inscription : 

“Elected to the chair of experimental 
philosophy and military tactics, 1851.” To the 
right of the professor’s chair were three rows 
of plain bench seats suggestive of recitation 
hours. The whole was simple, but exceedingly 
impressive. 

The statue stands in a circle in the center of 
the city cemetery, on Main street, the square 
containing about four acres of ground well set 
off with giant trees, which hide the statue 
from view, exceptin the rear. The site isa 
slight mound, crowning an elevation over! ook- 
ing the surrounding country. The sculptor is 
@ Virginian, Edward V. Valentine, who de- 
signed the Lee monument. The statue is of 
bronze, heroic in size,and portrays Jackson with 
uncovered head, leaning on his sword and left 
leg, looking out upon the field of battle. On 
his right side is a fieldgiass. The figure is 
clad in the full uniform of a confederate 
lieutenant general, with the gold lace on the 
sleeves distinctly visible, and with heavy mili- 
tary boots and spurs. The carriage is easy, 
and the attitude is one of close observation 
with the right foot advanced ready and 
alert for instant, vigorous action. 
The scabbard of the sword, upon which the 
gauntieted left hand rests, bears the letters: 
‘‘United States,”’ a historical fact, as if was 
modeled from Jackson’s own sword. The 
statue proper measures eight feet and sur- 
mounts a granite pedestal ten and a half feet 
high, congisting of a base coarse, die and cap- 
ital. One face of the die bears the inscrip~ 
tion: “Jackson,” §‘'1824- 1863." And on 
another the single word, ‘*Stonewall,’”’ the 
soubriquet given ta Jackson by his chief, 
General Lee. Beneath the pedestal is a vault 
containing six sepulchre chambers, surround- 
ed by a circular grass plot, around which is a 
driveway with four approaches. The general 
effectof the structure is imposing and the 
statue is considered to be a good representa- 
tion. Mrs. Jackson,in aninterview with an 
Associated Press representative today, said: 

“It is strange that I have not yet seen the 
statue. I missed Mr. Valentine in Richmond, 
and also in New York, and have not had an 
opportunity to see it here. Still, from ex- 
pressions of opinions of Professor J. J. White, 
Captain John C. Bondeand others, who knew 
General Jackson well, lam satisfied it does 
him justice.” 

The old soldiers who followed General 
Jackson during the war are pleased with the 
statue. ; 

The programme exercises provided that the 
proceedings should begin at 10 o’clock, but 
owing to the confusion caused by the 
of so many people, it was considerably later 
than that time when the procession was ready 
to move.

It was 12 0’clock when the procession ar- 
rived at the campus. General Wade Hamp- 
ton at that hour introduced Rev. A. C. Hap- 
kins, chaplain of the Stonewall brigade, who 
led in a five minutes’ prayer. General Hamp- 


of the Virginia Military institute, who recited 
most beautifully three poems, “Stonewall 
Jackson’s Way,” “Over the River” and “Slain 
in Battle.” 

General Jubal A, Early, orator of the occa- 
sion, was next introduced, and began speaking 
from manuscript. General Early appeared in 
good health, but showed painfully signs of old 
age. He was twice interrupted by the bands 
that had just arrived. He stopped speaking, 
and, turning sharply around, asked if there 
was no way to stop that fuss. 

The oration was received with atterfion and 
great enthusiasm. A touching incident 
on the stand was when Mrs. Jackson met her 
‘little grandchildren, whem she had not been 
permitted to see for a long time. She em- 
braced them warmly and appeared much 
affected, holding little Thomas in her aris 
during tbe oration. Julia sat alone, 

After the oration the parade was continued to 
the cemetery, forming in rear of it at 2 o’cleck. 


At 2:lu o’clock Mrs. Stonewall Jackson and 


her two little grandchildren—Julia Jackson 
Christian, and Thomas Jackson Christian— 
ascended the stand accompanied by Captain 
John Carmichael. Two minutes afte 
amid the firing of cannon by the Rockbrid 
Artillery, the cord was pulled by little Julia 
and the veil fell exposing to view the statue. 
The military and civil organizations then 
passed in view of the statue through the 
cemetery, dropping out of line as they reached 
their quarters. 
General Early’s oration was a history of the 
life of General T. J. Jackson. 
with his birth, he traced his career to 
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ing out fully his obstinacy in the face of - 
culties. 

He reviewed briefly Jackson’s career in the 
Mexican army, leading on to hislife atthe 
Virginia Military institute, and his influence 
on young soldiers trained at that school by 
him. He then made a historic sketch of the 
army record Of the great leader, bringing out for- 
cibly the opinion of him by his opponents, re- 
marking: ‘They thought they would have 
great trouble in finding the faces of Jackson’s 
men, but they learned afterwards that it was 
caused by theirown faces being turned the 
wrong way.”’ 

He dwelt forcibly on Jackson’s campaign in 
the valley, going into dates and figures to show 
that he foughtalways againstthe larger num- 
bers and was always victor. His reference to 
the manner in which Jackson obtained his 
name of “Stonewall,” elicited from the im- 
mense crowd of 15,000 tremendous applause. 
He said: 

‘‘But Jackson was not a stonewall aloneas he 
stood up behind those Virginians, but a mili- 
tary hurricane, and his evemies will testify to 
this trath.” 

. Jackson and Lee. 

The speaker’s most energetic and eloquent de- 
lineation was reserved for the final act in the 
splendid drama of Jackson’s career in his great 
achievement at Chancellorsville. Here the dis- 
parity of forces was greater than in any battle of 
the war, and the chances of the confederate army 
apparently hopeless. But nothing could daunt 
the spirit of the two great souls who devised and 
executed the bold and brilliant strategy by which 
victory was snatched as it were from the hands of 
fate. There is nothing inthe annals of history, 
ancient or modern, to surpass the audacious march 
of Jackson around the front and flank of Hooker’s 
army, and the vehemence with which be fell like 
athunder bolt upon the as yng 4 
crushing in his ri wing and folding it up 
confusion upon the disordered center. The de- 
scription of this great vic , in which Jackson 
was mortally wounded, concluded, of 
course, the narrative of his mili career, and 
the speaker to bis conclu 
upon the genius, character and personal traits of 
Jackson as a soldier and commander. The ad- 
mirers of General Lee on the one hand, and of 
General Jackson on the other, be said, sometimes 
start a contention as to which of the two possessed 
the greatest military genius. This is not only ill- 
advised in itself, as tending to lead in the heat of 
rivalry from the praise of one to the d ment 
of the other; but it is founded upon a miscon- 
ception of their respective characters. They were, 
each in his particular sphere, pre-eminent—Lee 
in concetving and planning the general outline 
and scope of great campaigns and movements. and 
Jackson in executing these th consum- 
mate skill, energy and celerity. 

They mutually oe ee mee each other and 
made together a combination of military sagacity 
and prowess such as the world has seldom, if 
ever, witnessed. General Jackson felt and ex- 
hibited an unquestioning cgnfidence in the wis- 
dom of Leein great emergencies; while Lee rec- 

nized in his superb lieutenant a soldicr of 
almost matchiess skill, indomitable energy and 
dauntiess courage; an arm on which be could 
always lean with absolute confidence. The bat- 
tle of Chanceliorsville, the speaker said, furnished 
an admirable illustration hara .

SAVANNAH HARBOR. 


THE MEETING FOR IT8;IMPROVE- 
MENT. 


Prominent Men from All Over the State 
Come to the Assistance of Savannah and 
Speak Out for Deep Water. 


SavannaH, Ga., July 21.—([Special.J—A 
$3,000,000 appropriation to give the Savannah 
river twenty-six feet of wateris the goal set 
today by the meeting held at the city ex- 
change this morning. Mayor McDonough had 
invited a few representative business men of 
Savannah and representatives of the railroads 
entering the city to meet here and discuss 
plans for getting a large appropriation from 
congress. This meeting was well attended and 
nearly every one who was invited came. 
Atlanta, Augusta and Americus were repre- 
sented and the{gentlemen from those cities 
took a deep interest in the business, as did the 
Savannahbians. 

Mayor McDonough called the meeting to 
order and stated the purpose of the meeting. 

Among those present from outside the city 
were Pat Calhoun, of Athanta, vice president 
of the Richmond and Danville railroad; Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell, of THe ATLANTA Con- 
STITUTION, and a member of the Central's 
directory; Hugh Inman, of Atlanta; Colonel 
C. H. Phinizy, of Augusta, president of the 
Georgia railroad; Colonel Hawkins, of Amer- 
icus, president of the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery road; Colonel Uriah B. Harrold, 
of Americus, a member of the Central’s di- 
rectory. 

Nearly all of the Central and Plant systems’ 
local officials were also on hand, together with 
prominent men in all linesof business. It was 
a representative meeting, actuated by but one 
impulse, and that to get to work at once to 
secure the necessary aid for harbor improve- 
ments. 

Captain Carter, the United States engineer 
in charge of the harbor work, explained that 
the twenty-six-foot plan has been adopted by 
the government, which has committed itself to 
an expenditure of $3,000,000. What is needed 
is to get the money in a lump, and not in 
driblets, as in the past. In 1877 he 
stated that Savannah’s commerce amounted 
to $68,000,000, Nine years iater, in 1886, it 
amounted to $102,000,000. Last year it was 
$153,000,000, more than twice what it was 
thirteen years defore, and last year saw an in- 
crease over the preceding year of $35,000,000, 
the greatest increase in one year the port has 
ever known. 

General E. P. Alexander spoke briefly, and 
was followed by Mr. Comer, who suggested 
the appointment of a committee to take gntire 
charge of the movement. He referred to Gal- 
veston’s successful fight for $6,000,000, and 
made a strong point of the necessity for active, 
systematic work. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun made the speech of the 
day. He spoke earnestly and eloquently. 
“Georgia and the southeast have reached 
an important epoch in their career,” 
he said. “Deep water at Savannah is 
no longer a matter of importance 
to Savannah alone, but it concerns the whole 
state and neighboring states. Arkansas and 
Texas and Alabama and Kansas are all inter- 
ested. Deeper water at Savannah means 
cheaper freights to the cotton and grain 
growers and the manufacturers.”” Make the 
plans broad enough to enlist all interests was 
his advice. There must be education and or- 
ganization all over the west. There is a 
quickening sense of the identity of interests 
between that section and thesoutheast. Their 
political and commercial interests are the 
same, and there must be co-operation. 

‘‘Call a great commercial congress here,” he 
suggested. ‘‘Have the congressmen come and 
the representative business men, and the 
mayors of the cities and the editors of the in- 
fluential papers, and the river and harbor 
committees of the house and the senate. Meet 
here at your splendid hotel and show them 
what you have. Uphold the hands of the 
members of congress.’ 


Then Mr. Calhoun stated that he was confi- 


dent the farmers will give hearty aid. The 
president of the Georgia Alliance said last 
night that he would assist all he could and 
will go through the 
of Savannah, if desired. Colonel Living- 
ston had asked Mr. Calhoun to convey 
such a message from him to today’s meeting. 
The railroads would aid, he knew. These 
southern ports can have their own trans-At- 
lantic lines in open, vigorous, aggressive com- 
petition with the lines of thenorth. This is 
no dream, but an opportunity. 

Mr. Calhoun’s speech was warmly applauded. 

Colonel Garrard proposed a bureau of sta- 
tistics, to be put in charge of a competent man. 

Colonel Owens, Colonel Warren, Colonel 
Estill, Captain Purse and Captain Howell 
took part in the discussion. 

Captain Howell said that if it were possible 
for Atlanta to get deep water she would get it. 
He is opposed to the dribbling policy of making 
appropriations for a work of this kind. Cap- 
tain Howell told a good story or two and re- 
marked that he would take $100,000 in agita- 
tion stock and keep up the lick so long as it is 
needed. 

Congressman Lester, who is on the river and 
harbor committee, gave the meeting interest- 
ing and valuable suggestions on the way to go 
to work. It is difficult for a member of congress 
to succeed unless he is backed up by senti- 
ment. . 

Resolutions were adopted for the appoint- 
ment of an executive committee with power 
to appoint a sub-committee, and to employ an 
expert to investigate and tabulate the statis- 
tics of the party, asking for financial assist- 
ance from the city council for this work and 
soliciting the support of the railway, steam- 
ship and other transportation lines; the press, 
the cities and towns, the farmers, miners and 
manufacturers, and all people interested in 
developing the welfare and prosperity of the 
wide and extended section of country natur- 
ally tributary to this port. 

On motion of Colonel Warren, an invitation 
was extended to Mr. Pat Calhoun to address 
the legislature, during the present session, on 
the benefits to be derived from the deepening 
of the Savannah river. 

The invitation was at once extended, and 
Mr. Caijhoun accepted it, saying he would do 
allin his powerifthe general assembly will 
hear him. 

The presence of the Atlantians, and their 
kind words and good advice have been most 
favorably commented upon. They have done 
much to strengthen the bonds uniting the two 
cities, and, as Atlanta has come to Savannah’s 
assistance in her usual vigorous manger, Sa- 
vannah will be only too ready to respond 
whenever any call is made on it from the 
Capital City.

Thirteen Persons Bitten by Mad Foxes—The 
Negro Population in a State of Panic. 
A Desperate Struggle. 


CHARuzston, 8. C., July 21.—[Special.]— 
Last fall the coufitry around Pineapolis, @ 
suburb of this city, was demoralized by the 


reports of the ravages of mad foxes. Startling 


news was received today to the effect that the 
disease Lad spread through the country, and it 
has become dangerous to travel through the 
woods, 

A planter from Ten-Mile Hill reports that 
the woods in that section are full of mad foxes 
and that a serious state of things exists there. 
The negro population, which is very dense 
around the phosphate mines, is in an utter 
State of panic. Many persons have been at- 
tacked by mad foxes within the past few days, 
and thus far thirteen persons have been 
severely bitten. Today anegronamed William 
Fraser had a desperate encounter with one of 
the animals. The fox rushed at. bim and a 
lively fight ensued, the man being unarmed. 
The man's clothes were torn into shreds, but 
he finally succeeded in beating the beast off 
without suffering any serious damage. Two 
of these mad foxes have been thus far killed, 
but the entire population is now up in.arms 
and an effort will be made to clear the anl- 
mals out. 

None of the persons bitten by the foxes have 
as yet shown symptoms of hydrophobia. 

The theory is advanced that the disease is 
caused by the drought. That section of the 
country was formerly low and swampy, but it 
is said that since the earthquake cf 1886 the 
water basins in the forests have become dry, 
the rain water seeming to pass into the bowels 
of the earth almost as soon as it falls.

The Financial Boycott. 


Our readers should not make the mistake 
of supposing that the financial boycott by 
the money barons of the north and east, 
which we have been discussing in these 
columns, is a mere matter of moonshine in- 
vented by Mr. Edward Atkinson for the pur- 
pose of bolstering up his dogmatic assertions 
about the effect of free coinage. The truth 
is that the money barons know their power 
and they propose to employ it against the 
south and southwest in an effort to coerce 
the people of these sections into voting in 
favor of the single gold standard. 

As long ago as July 3d, Mr. Atkinson 
wrote a letter to The Manufacturers’ Record, 
of Baltimore, outlining the programme of 
the eastern lords of the treasury. Here is 
what Mr. Atkinson says in that letter: 

Since my return from my recent trip through 
a part of the iron district of the south I have 
had a few calls and many letters from gentlemen 
representing several of the most solid undertak- 
ings which under ordinary conditions would be 
1ully entitled to make use of their credit, cither 
by the issue and sale of bonds or for temporary 
loans to be used in their further development. In 
one or two instances English capital, which nad 
been agreed upon, cannot be obtained on account 
of the recent financial difficulties in Great Britain. 
Recourse has then been had to banks and bankers 
on this side, but no substantial success has been 
attained in the negotiation of loans, so far as I 
can learn, for the reason that such transactions 
have been substantially suspended or stopped 
since the vote of the senate for the free coinage 
of silver dollars intrinsically worth 75 to 80 cents, 
but subject to be forced upon lenders under pres- 
ent acts of legal tender. This discreditable vote 
‘was sustained by a very large majority of southern 
senators, who availed themselves of that method 
of gefeating the force bill. 


This is the situation. With the great 
bulk of the currency of the country subject 
to the call of the northern and eastern 
money barons and their agents, it is now 
proposed to put the south in a state of siege 
by stopping the supply of money. They 
have begun by refusing to lend to business 
men who are building up new or enlarging 
old enterprises, and it may be that, in the 
end, they will refuse to permit a sufficient 
amount of currency to come to the south 
and west to move the cotton and wheat crops. 
They have it in their power to do this; the 
only question is, will they use this power? 

All the financial legislation of the last 
thirty years has been in the interest of the 
money barons. The emergencies of the war 
compelled the government to cater to the 
capitalists in order to dispose of its bonds, 
When the war closed these capitalists had 
the treasury department and the republican 
party completely under their control, and 
the result has been a series of legislative 
enactments that would have bankrupted any 
other people on the face of the earth. 

Now, when the voters of the country, 
ground down by oppressive class legislation 
of every sort, and struggling beneath the 
burdens of unnecessary and unjust taxation, 
are moving for financial reform, the eastern 
and northern lords of the treasury, through 
Mr. Atkinson, serve notice on the people 
that they will inaugurate and enforce a 
financial boycott. 

The funny thing about it all is that Mr. 
Atkinson and his friends seem to believe 
that this threat will frighten the people and 
intimidate their leaders. The lords of the 
treasury have merely given another reason 
going to show that financial reform is a vital 
necessity. 


Of Interest to Many. 


From time to time people in this country 
receive letters, circulars or advertisements 
leading them to believe that they are heirs 
to large sums of money or vast estates in 
England. They are induced to pay agents’ 
fees in advance to look after their claims, 
and after living in expectation for months 
or years, their hopes are disappointed, and 
they realize that they have been swin- 
dled. 3 

The other day a man who has made his 
living out of these credulous American 
dupes for a long time committed suicide at 
a hotel in London. His name was George 
F. Parker, alias Hamilton. In 1887 this 
man’s ‘‘British-American Claim Agency’ 
in New York was broken up by the police 
as a fraudulent concern, and Parker was in- 
dicted, but as his victims lived at a dis- 
tance they did not appear to testify against 
him, and he escaped punishment. His 
scheme was to correspond with persons, pre- 
tending that he had discovered estates wait- 
ing for them in England. After getting 
them interested he would collect a fee in 
advance, and that would be the end of it. 
It is said that he had fully 50,000 dupes. 

This swindle has been very successfully 
worked many timesin the United States. 
Thousands of our people have a vague im- 
pression that there ought to be unclaimed 
money coming to them in England, and it is 
an easy matter to make them believe that 
by furnishing proof of their descent from 
some English family they will be able to se- 
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tion he did a large business 
wealth. tat ine 

But the end of this adventurer carries 
own lesson with it, Althongh he went to 
London with money, his safety required him 
to keep out of public view. Underan as- 
sumed name he lived ata hotel, and gave 
himself up to debauchery. Self-murder was 
the climax of his career. 

There are other agents engaged in this 
British-American claim business, and their 
operations reach into every state, and almost 
every county in the union. Possibly one 
case in ten thousand of these alleged for- 
eign inheritances has something in it, but 
the better plan is to Jet them alone, There 
is no money in them for anybody outside of 
the agent, and he is generally a swindler of 
the Parker stripe. ; 


The Cotton Outlook. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says that 
the planters in the Mississippi valley are 
wondering when cotton will go up to 12 
cents again. 

Nobody can answer this question, but it 
is generally admitted that a considerable re- 
duction in the output would prevent cotton 
from going any lower, and very likely would 
restore the figures of two or three years ago. 

It is absolutely certain that we cannot 
continue increasing production, when the 
growth of consumption does not keep pace 
with it, and expect prices to rise. Now, as 
we furnish three-fourths of the world’s sup- 
ply, it is reasonable to take it for granted 
that a big reduction in the American output 
would be the quickest and surest way of 
turning prices upward. But how is this re- 
duction to be accomplished? Concert of ac- 
tion and harmony will be needed, and while 
the alliancemen show a disposition to lend 
the influence of their organization to achieve 
this object, nothing decisive has been done. 

The situation is serious. As The Globe- 
Democrat remarks: 

The price is now nearly 4 cents lower than it 
was a year ago,and some of tho experts think 
that bottom has not yet been reached. The 
change in prices has been slow, but the general 
tendency has been downward. No such drop in 
prices occurred in many years previous to 1890, as 
has taken place since the latter part of that year. 
As to the causes of this reduction the authorities 
are divided. There isno more harmony won this 
point than there is regarding the reasons for the 
unexampled gold exportation of the past five or 
six months. The fall, however, has been a serious 
thing for the southern states. On the product of 
last year, which was somewhat in excess of 
8,000,000 bales, the drop makes a difference of 
about one hundred and fifty million dollars. This 
loss falls chiefly on Texas, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Alabama, South Carolina, Arkansas and Louis- 
iana, although Tennessee and North Carolina 
come in fur a considerabie share of it, 

It is safe to say that the reduction of the 
cotton output is bound to come in the near 
future if- the era of low prices continues. 
The planters, even without any general 
agreement, will get tired of producing a 
crop on which they actually lose money, 
and they will be forced to turn their atten- 
tion to something else. They will find it to 
their interest, however, to voluntarily make 
this change on a large and organized scale 
before they are driven to it asa last resort 
without a common understanding and 
united action. 

The alliance is a tremendous power, and 
in a movement of this kind it can secure the 
backing of the merchants. If it will take 
hold of the matter in earnest at its meetings 
this summer and fall and put the world 
upon notice that next year’s erop will be re- 
duced 25 percent, good results will follow. 
A policy of inaction with a prospect of 
further overproduction will inevitably bring 
cotton down to disastrously low prices. 


“Honest Money.” 

‘Tt is plain,’’ says the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette, ‘‘that the issue in 1892 will 
be upon that—the democrats for free silver 
and the republicans for honest money.’’ 

Under all the circumstances this remark 
is amusing, and it shows that Editor Rich- 
ard Smith can be humorous when he sits 
down and loads up for the occasion. The 
democrats are striving to make honest 
money out of silver by restoring it to its old 
place in our currency—a restoration which 
can be brought about only by placing the 
metal on an equality with. gold before the 
law—opening to it the mints of the country 
and conferring upon it the legal tender qual- 
ity. The democrats, in fine, are striving to 
restore the silver dollar to the place it o¢cu- 
pied from 1792 to 1873, when the dishonest 
and corrupt republican party demonetized 
silver in the interest of American bankers 
with British affiliations. 3 

What is the honest money which the 
republican party is favoring? Its latest ex- 
periment in the direction of ‘‘honest 
money’’ is to be found in the present silver 
law, which Mr. Edward Atkinson declares 
will finally drive gold out of the country. 
Mr. Atkinson knows no more about it than 
anybody else, but it is certain that the plan 
of buying silver bullion, holding it as bul- 
lion, and issuing certificates on it as bul- 
lion, is essentially dishonest.

Will They Celebrate? 

The Boston Advertiser in a mildly en- 
thusiastic way calls attention tothe fact 
that next winter will be the two hnndredth 
anniversary of the witchcraft horrors at 
Salem. 

Already the good people of Massachusetts 
are beginning to manifest a lively interest in 
the history and literature of that unique 
episode in their annals. Mrs. Caroline 
Upham, of Salem, has rendered valuable 
service in publishing a history of the whole 
business, in which she disposes of many 
exaggerated stories, and presents the facts 
of the case. According to Mrs. Upham, the 
prosecution of the supposed witches lasted 
only seven months, instead uf several years. 
The number put to death was precisely 
twenty, of whom fourteen were women, and 
all of these were executed by hanging, ex- 
cept Giles Corey, who was pressed to death 
for contumacious silence in court. Not one 
was burned at the stake. 

All this is bad enough, but The Adver- 
tiser thus describes the situation: 

Certain people of these days—especially those 
who conceal not their hatred of New England— 
are evidently possessed of the idea that a belief in 
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While admitting that the conduct of the 
people who persecuted the alleged witches 
was ‘‘well nigh criminal,’’ our contemporary 
sums up as follows: 

The Puritans of the seventeenth century had 
little in them of self-heartedness, little of senti- 
ment. Human life was not as precious then as 
now. Anéi yet, as we look back upon this strange 
episode, we may see through all the rage of super- 
stition and ignorance a sturdy, steadfast, abiding 
faith in God, a faith that might move mountains, 
a faith that sent down its permeating influence 
through the life of generations, and through the 
minds and hearts of a great people. ; 

As the time for the anniversary ap- 
proaches, the New Englanders will doubt- 
less work themselves into the belief that the 
Salem affair was something to be proud of, 
and this state of mind may culminate ina 
jubilee. The people up that way have very 
queer notions.

If they are 
willing to celebrate a failure, why not cele- 
brate a mistake? Why not get up4 spec- 
tacular reproduction of the witchcraft flurry 
at the old stand?

“That riot,” said Mr. Johnson, “was the cause 
of my introducing the bill. You remember in 
89a crowd ef five negro preachers on an 
East Tennessee train down at Jesup, going to 
some sort of a convention at Indianapolis. They 
were negro of the ‘new’ variety 
and got in the first-class coach, where there were 
a number of ladies. The negroes not only got in 
this car over protests, but some actually took off 
their shoes. 

“A telegram was sent tothe boysat Baxley, 
and they were on hand when the train arrived to 
teach the negroes a lesson {in social equality and 
decency. ‘They were handled without gloves. 
Several of the negroes were severely hurt. There 
was a regular riot. Well, after it was over, the 
negroes who got the best of the thrashing entered 
suit against the road for $50,000 each.

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HOLD THEIR FIRST REUNION AT 
ss ARIETTA. 


A Xotable Occasion—Touching Scenes—Sol- 
diers Meet for the First Time 


Since Appomattox. 


Mazietra, Ga., July 21.—[{Special.]—For 
the first time since Appomattox, many of Tige 
Anderson’s historic brigade met and clasped 
hands today in this quiet little city. 

Twenty-seven years have passed since many 
of them have met, and streaks of gray mingle 
in their locks, but they recall with all the 
buoyancy of youth the stirring pene ps 
they passed through together. As they warmly 
slenied each other's hands visible was “‘the 
tear that starts unbidden to the eye,” and 
their voices grew husky. They 
made brave soldiers and have 
made good and true citizens and 
it was interesting to see them meet each 
other again. The brigade is composed of the 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth and Eleventh Geor- 
gia regiments, Rylander’s battalion of Ken- 
tucky, First Kentucky regiment and Fifty- 
ninth Georgia regiment. 

The reunion was the first held since the war 
and was largely attended by the survivors 
who are scattered all over the south. ~ 

The reunion was held in Glover's grove, 
just one mile south of Marietta. 

Dr. H. L. Wilson, ner of the Seventh 
Georgia regiment, called the meeting to order. 

“Nearer My * God to Thee” was 
then sung by the veterans, led by a choir of 
ladies from Marietta. After the song prayer 
was offered by Rev. J. W. Hunnicutt, who 
was chaplain of the Seventh Georgia through- 
out the war. 

After a lively air by the band, Mr. W. J. 
Hudson, of the Seventh Georgia, who resides 
at Marietta, made the address of welcome. 
Colonel H. a Jones, also of the Seventh, 
responded in a happy manner. 

After Colonel Jones, of the Seventh, had 
concluded, Colonel Jonesof the First Ken- 
tucky, was introduced and made a short 
speech. The next speaker was ex-Governor 
Henry D. McDaniel, of Monroe. He spoke of 
the condition of the south at the close of the 
war, and congratniated the south upon the 
rapid manner in which she had builded pros- 
perity out of ashes and desolation. The 
speech was applauded frequently during its 
delivery. 

Colonel John Milledge was introduced after 
Governor McDaniel, and made a strong and 
eloquent plea for the Soldiers’ home, 
pointing out the necessity for such an instita- 
tion and expressing the hope that the home 
would be accepted by the legislature. 

Then General Tige Anderson spoke. He 
was greeted with an immense outburst of 
cheering as he arose. 

He spoke of his pride of the gallant brigade 
who had showed so brave a front in many a 
furious struggle and whose love and affection 
he prized above all things. He was very 
much affected during the delivery of his 
speech and his voice grew husky with emotion. 

At the close of his speech he led forward 
his little eight-year-old son and introduced 
him to the brigade and asked that they 
always remember him. Great applause 
greeted the appearance of General 
Anderson’s son and Colonel Jones, of 
the First Kentucky, moved that 
he be adopted as the son of the regiment, which 
was done with three cheers and a tiger. 

Colonel Towers, of the Eighth Georgia, and 
Colonel Luppman, of the Eleventh Georgia, 
then made short addresses. 

At12 o’clock arecessof one hour was taken. 
The dinner, which had been prepared in abun- 
dance, was spread under the shade of the trees, 
and was enjoyed by the old veterans. It was a 
genuine ovation to the brigade. _ 

During the dinner hour the different regi- 
mental organizations met in different parts of 
the grove and elected their officers for the en- 
suing year. 

At the expiration of the dinner hour the 
brigade was again called to order by Dr. H. 
L. Wilson, and he then delivered his address 
upon retiring from the presidency of the regi- 
ment. It was as follows: 

Comrades and Friends: This is a great occasion 
tome. It brings to mind sad recollections of the 
past, when our numbers were many times greater 
than now, and when someof the grandest and 
most heroic men this glorious southland ever pro- 
duced stood side by side with you at Bull Kun, 
Manassas, Malvern Hill, Yorktown, on the 
Rapidan, and around Richmond, and since the 
conflict closed our fellow soldiers have 
annually passed over the river until our 
numbers are comparatively few. Iappreciate and 
value the enone of reuniting today with 
Anderson's brigade. I feel proud of having be- 
pa or to a brigade that was respected amd hon- 
ored throughout the entire army of Virginia be- 
cause of laurels won upon many hotly contested 
battlefields by promptness, courage and staying 
powers. When I recall the hardships, trials and 
sufferings this brigade had to contend with, always 
cheerful, bouyant and ever ready to double-quick 
to the forefront, it is impressed upon me that 
nothing on earth but pure patriotism and love of 
country could cause men to endure 80 much with- 
out even once murmuring. The issue was ‘forced 
upon us, and we metit like men. We were over- 

owered and forced to surrender. Sadly and with 
Reavy hearts we returmed to our families, who had 
but a crust to divide. 


Penniless and without 
means to begin business, nothing but 
gloom was to i be seen. The very 
horizon seemed to hang over usa dark cloud ready 
to drop and forever cover our despondency. But 
at last, thank God, the sunshine came and with 
his strong and piercing brilliant rayg dispelled 
the cloud, and step by step our people began to 
recover from the shock and develop our lands and 
bring to light the hidden treasures in the moun- 
tains and vaileys of this grand uthern 
counrty until today we are the _  ac- 
knowlediged sors of the most desirable 
portion of the world and teeming with prospects 
yet brighter and more dazzling. There is no part 
of the United States that has such alluring offers 
of health and prosperity as can be found in the 
south; manufactories are now springing up all 
over this section of our land, and long ere the last 
one of this brigade passes away,our dear old 
south will be pointed to as the most desirable 
portion of God’s green earth. 

Now, there is one exceedingly sad feature about 
these reunions. When we get together by regi- 
ments and the Seventh Georgia begins to read the 
death roll itspreads a gloom over the remaining 
few. Each year brings the report of one or more 
that have gone to meet their reward. Comrades, 
I thank you for the privilege of presiding over 
this grand body. Llove this brigade, and espe- 
cially the Seventh Georgia regiment, because my 
beloved father was its colonel. He loved 
every man in the regiment, and if i company 
more than another it was Company kh, because 
they were all beardiess boys. You all remémber 
the desperate fight at the second battie of 
Manassas; and that just before night, in advance 
of the regiment, with uplifted arm waving his 
sword he was calling upon the ever faithful 
Seventh to charge the enemy, when a well 
directed ball. passed entirely through his 
body. He ved but a_i few hours, 
and just before his life ebbed away, 
the brave and graceful John H. Kiser 
camein the house where be was witha bullet in 
his hand. My father, realizing that nothing could 
be done for him, directed me to cut the bullet from 
Captain Kiser’s hand. AsI finished and dressed 
the wound I turned to my father, and found him 
sinking rapidly. Hesaid: “Myson,lam dying, 
but remember, I give my life, a williug sacrifice, 
to my ney

hands and sang together ‘‘God Be With You 
Till Weet Again.”’

A resolution was adopted requesting the leg- 
islature toaccept the soldiers’ home and urging 
the importance of the home to care for the 
helpless veterans. 

A telegram was ordered transmitted at once 
to. the finance committee of the hovse, in- 
forming them of their action.

SUFFOCATED IN THE MINES. 


The Fire in the Republic Iron Mines Near 
Marquette, Mich. 


MarquztteE, Mich., July 21.—Peter Pascoe, 


Jr., son of Superintendent Peter Pascoe, of | 


the Republic iron mine, and James Dower, 
Jr., werm suffocated by smoke in the mine, 
about noon today. Young Pascoe had de- 
scended intothe mine by No.7 shaft, with 
three others, to ascertain the extent of the fire 
raging in No. 5 and No. 6shafts. The whole 
party was overcome by smoke. Pascoe’s com- 
panions reached the skip and were drawn up 
unconscious, but he fell by the way. James 
Dower descended twice into the smoking 
shaft to rescue Pascoe, 

The first time he was accompanied by four 
men and the whole party was drawn up un- 
conscious. The second time Dower went alone 
and never returned alive. 

The bodies of Dower and Pascw were taken 
out three hours later. Pascal was twenty-five 
years old and leaves a young wife. Dower 
was twenty-three years old and unmarried. 
The fire in the Republic has been raging since 
1 o’clock Monday morning, starting from the 
fire on the surface at No, 5 shafthouse. The 
pepe already is fully $100,000 and the dura- 
tion of the fire is uncertain.

NEW YORK, July 21—[Special.|—The demoralization 
fin the cotton market was more pronounced today than 
yesterday, as the decline in Liverpool and the near ap- 
proach of August tenders brought about heavy selling 
by holders. So sharp has been the pressure on August 
that it at one time was offered at 7.55 without buyers, 
though it rallied toward the close of the session. 
Large buying orders to cover’previous sales absorbed 
the larger part of the offerings, but the favorable ac- 
counts received from the crop, and the fear of further 
depression in Manchester, prevents the trade from 
holding cotton even at prices unknown to the present 
generation.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 21.—Wheat started this morning 
with a rattling boom, as booms go these days, and it 
held most of the advance to the close. It was a byll 
day as to news. Cables reported Liverpool higher 
with a good demand, and Paris firm, while there , were 
scary dispatches about the -situation in Russia and 
India. Receipts were 140 cars under estimates and 
rains were reported in the northwest, where the spring 
wheat harvest has just begun. A story also went the 
rounds that rust had appeared in many fields, and was 
working serious damage. This bundle of bull news 
was capped by the intelligence that the amount of 
wheat On passage had decreased 2,712,000 bushels dur- 
ing the last week. Clearances from New York -were 
reported at 280,000 bushels and one dispatch said that 
sixty boat.loads had been already engaged today. All 
the domestic markets were higher, especially New 
York, Toledo, St. Louis and Minneapolis. The short 
interest was quickly alarmed at the strength in the 
situation and there was a wild scramble to cover. 
Offerings, however, were light, and with a good deal 
of investment buying, competition soon became active 
and excited. December started at 8644 to 87 cents, 
and was bid up to 884 cents and then fell to 87% cents. 
Buying was well distributed on the bulge and New 
York and St, Louis began to realize, selling freely, and 
the market weakened. After the noon hour there wasa 
rather sudden spurt, owing toan attempt to cover a 
considerable line of shorts. Under this demand it 
quickly shot up to 88% cents, eased off to 88 cents, 
rallied to 8844 centsand closed at 88', cents. Trade 
was very sensitive and ready torespond to slight in- 
fluences in either direction. 

Corn was strong, active and higher. Receipts were 
about 150 cars less than expected; and, wheat and pro- 
visions developing great strength, corn quickly fell 
into line and sold up. The shorts were eager to cover, 
but there was little for sale. September started at 
53>4c and sold quickly at 53}¢c, eased off to 53 \<¢c, but 
when the estimate of only 270 cars for tomorrow be- 
came known there was a quick rally to 53%c. It hed 
pretty steady around that figure, but eased off near the 
close to 53\4¢ and closed at 53c. Cash corn was in 
better demand and higher. 

Oats were strong during the forenoon on moderate 
receipts and the strength in the other grains, but 
weakened some in the afternoon. 

Hog products were firm and higher. Receipts of 
live hogs at the yards fell 2,000 head below the esti- 
mate, and prices at the stock yards were 5@10c higher. 
This with the strength in grain set pace for the mar- 
ket at the start, giying an upward tendency to prices. 
Pork and ribs were more unsettled than lard, and were 


‘subject to a number of fluctuations within a moderate 


range. Lard was generally firm all day. The net re- 
sult of the day’s trading showed an advance in pork 
of 7'5@10c, in lard of 10@12\c and in ribs of a like 
amount. A decided advance in the price of lard at 
Liverpool probably had some effect on the market 
there, though the point abroad is still far below the 
point of profitable export.

represented should be allowed to vote for a cer- 
tain candidate to whom they bad promised their 
support before it was known that there would be 
a nomination of democratic candidates, and who 
refused tosubmit hisclainis tothe democratic 
convention, continued in the field as an independ- 
ent candidate, and as such was elected over the 
regular democratic nominee, However, as some- 
thing of an offset to the opinion of Colone) Liv- 
ingston expressed in is foregoing state- 
ment, I have a certificate from about twenty 
intelligent men who are. true demo- 
crats and understand the sentiments 
of th® organized democracy in our county, 
that said opinion of Colonel Livingston’s is, in 
their judgement, incorrect. The certificate con- 
tains goud reasons as the basis of their judgment, 
and these reasons are withheld from this articie 
through consideration for Mr. Edwards, and the 
certificate may not be used unless an effort is 
made to contradict or weaken the effect of the 
letters from which Governor Northen made cer- 
tain extracts in his letter today. Colonel Liv- 
ingston did not appear posted as to what was 
being done in this county in regard to the county 
judgeship.

MEETS IN ATLANTA TODAY AT 
SCHELL’S HALL, 


J Me Sie BONIS 


The Order Said to Have 90,000 Members in 
Georgia and 1,200,000 in the Seuth. 
To Be Organized in Ohio. 


The state convention of the Colored Farmers’ 
Alliance will meet this morning at 9 o’clock in 
Schell’s hall, on Mitchell street, and it is ex- 
pected that several hundred delegates will be 
in attendance. bout fifty had arrived at an 
early hour yesterday afternoon. Unlike their 
white brethren, the colored alliancemen meet 
with open doors, and the public is invited to 
attend their sessions. 

The state superintendent, E. 8. Richardson, 
of Marshallville, was in the city yesterday, 
making arrangements for the meeting. Con- 
cerning the order in Georgia, he made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We are organized in every county but 
Banks, and have a membership of 90,000. Our 
order does not intend to be mixed with poli- 
tics. An erroneous impression prevailed on 
that subject for a while, and at first nearly all 
the colored newspapers in the state were 
against us, but that has all blown 
over. We are farmers seeking to better 
our condition. We do eyerything in our 
power to suppress crime and promote econ- 
omy. We encourage our members to bay 
farms. Many of them are doing so, and as @ 
rule they pay for them. Iam glad to say that 
our white friends are encouraging us in this. 
Our order has donea great deal of good al- 
ready.”’ 

‘‘How many counties will be represented ?’’§ 

“I hope a majority will. Wedid look for 
three or four hundred delegates, but some of 
them are kept at home by hard times and we 
may not have that many. I feel sure we will 
haye a good representation.” 

Richardson was a delegate to the Ocala 
meeting of the colored alliance, and has been 
invited to go to Ohio to organize colored alli- 
ances there. He says the work of organiza- 
tionin that state has already begun. 

At 10 o0’clock this morning the oolored al- 
liancemen will be addressed by Rev. R. M. 
Humphrey, of Texas, who is the general su- 
perintendent of the whole order. He is a 
white man and a Baptist preacher, but had 
the confidence of the negroes’ in 
Texas when the movement started, and be- 
came its leader and organizer. 

At Ocala Mr. Humphrey stated that the 
membership of the colored alliance in the 
southern states was 1,200,000. He was a mem- 
ber a the third party convention at Cin- 
cinnati.

A Deserving Appeal. 

EpiTor ConsTiruTion—Near the University of 
Virginia isa little plot of ground that is sacred to 
the south. In it rests the dust of 1,007 confeder- 
ate soldiers, Of these 224 leftthe red old hills 
of Georgia and fell ina distant state fighting for 
the cause of the south, No monument proudly 
lifts its shaft to bear witness to the love we have 
for our dead, noris therea single slab to per- 
petuate the memory of one of these men. They 
cheerfully laid down ther lives in defense of 
their native land, and time has done much to ef- 
face ali marks of their last resting place. These 
soldiers have not been forgotten, however. Their 
memory lives inthe heartsof Virginia woman- 
hood, and the ladies of the university and vicinity 
,yhave been making strenuous effortsto erect a 
monument to bear witness of the love they have 
for the gray-coated soldier who fell. Is the memory 
of these soldiers dearer to the ladies of Virginia 
than it is to those of Geergia? Will Georgia, who 
proudly leads the southern states in progress and 
prosperity, allow Virginia, who bore the brunt of 
the war, whose soul was time and again drenched 
with the blood of her noble sons, and whose 
finances were ruined, to excel her in doing honor 
to the memory of Georgia soldiers? 

Our dead are just as dear to us as are those of 
the United States government, and while we can- 
not spend like large sums in decorating and beau- 
tifying their last resting places, yet it is our duty 
to make some effort to reclaim them from ruin 
and neglect. 

There are some of the graves that “dot the old 
Virginia hills,” and here rest some of the com- 
rades that the confederate soldier bade farewell to 
when “the pulled his tattered gray cap down over 
his tear-blinded jeyes at Appomattox and turned 
upon his long and toilsome journey home.” 
{It is for comrades, brothers qn arms 
men who through toil and privation marched 
shoulder to shoulder with Georgia volunteers, 
that this monument is being erected. Then to 
you who have prospered and who cherish the 
memory of fallen comrades this appeal comes. 

Among these soldiers were brothers and sons 
who in the bright and glowing morning ofa use- 
ful manhood, shouldered the musket and donned 
the gray jacket and met death atthe hands of a 
horthern brother. Such a monument is but 
due for the sacrifice that they made for the “lost 
cause.” 

More soldiers from Georgia are buried in this 
cemetery than from any other state, and at ths re- 
quest of one of these Virginia ladies I wr.ie this 
appeal to Georgia. The ladies have been i..uking 
strenuous efforts, and now they ask the people of 
Georgia to assist them in their work for Georgia 
soldiers.

Is There a Fraud? 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION—In one of our adjoin- 
ing counties there is a committee appointed by a 
recent session of the county alliance to investi- 
gate if that county’s public school fund has been 
properly distributed.
